Before starting any project, 
carefully read all the way 
through the directions 

and the list of supplies. 
Make sure that you have 
everything you need, that 
you understand what to do, 
and that you have enough 
time to finish the project. 


Materials 


You probably have a lot of 
the materials you'll need 
right at home. If not, you 
may be able to substitute 
some materials with things 
you do have. Or call craft 
or fabric stores to see who 
has what you need and 
how much it costs. Get in 
the habit of saving ribbons, 
buttons, fabric scraps, 

and other useful items in 

a special arts-and-crafts 
box so you’ll always have 
materials on hand.

Getting Started 


You'll be a pro in no time if you remember a few helpful hints. 


Setting Up 
Pick a well-lighted place 
that’s out of reach of pets 
and younger children. Cove 
your work surface with 
newspaper or an old plas*« 
tablecloth. Tie your hair 
back, roll up your sleeves 
and wear a smock, an aproe 
or old clothes. 


Trying It Out 
aides do anything 
permanent to your clothes 
always practice on scrap 
material or paper first. 
Sketch your design on 
paper to plan how it will 
look. Then use chalk on 

the fabric to mark exactly 
where everything will go.

Working with Wire 


| wi With an adult’s help and a little practice, 
you'll be snipping and twisting in a snap! Look 
for these supplies at craft stores. 


1 Use wire cutters to cut 
a piece of memory wire 
long enough to coil around 
your wrist at least once. 
With the pliers, bend one 
end into a closed loop. 


2 String beads onto the 
wire from the other end. 
When the coil is completely 
full, use the pliers to bend 
the end into a closed loop. 
Tuck in any sharp ends that 
could poke you. 


Wire-cutting Memory wire

Earrings 


1 Thread several beads 
onto a straight pin. With 
wire cutters, snip off the 
part of the pin left after 
the last bead, leaving 
about */ inch at the end. 


1 Use straight pins or 
eye pins for the dangling 
parts. With an eye pin, you 


can use pliers to open the 
eye at the end, slip on a 


charm, then close back up. 


2 Use pliers to bend 
the end into a tiny hook. 
Hook it through the eye 
of the earring wire and 
use the pliers to squeeze 
the hook closed. 


2 Thread beads onto the 
straight part of either the 
eye pin or straight pin. Use 
more beads for a longer 
dangling piece, fewer beads 
for a shorter one. 


3 With wire cutters, snip 
off the part of the pin left 

after the last bead, leaving 
a bit at the end. Use pliers 
to bend it into a tiny hook. 


Necklaces 


Use leather tigertail cord 
to make bead necklaces. 
Tie knots before and 
after the beads to keep 
them in place. 


4 Hook the end through 
an eye on the latch pin. 

Squeeze the hook closed 
with pliers. Repeat Steps 
1—4 for each of the eyes.
